An Outbreak Feared in Montana—The In« 
dians Well Armed. 

Cuicaco, February 22.—A dispatch from 
Missoula, Montana, says: ‘Excitement over 
the threatened outbreak of ‘‘reds’’ on the bor- 
der is growing hourly more intense. Dis- 
patches have been passing between General 
tugal, at St. Paul, and officers of Fort Assina- 
boine and other posts in this ucighborhood and 
itis understood troops have been ordered 
ready to inove at a-moments notice John 
Roberts, partner of the late J. E. Clifford, 
killed at Flathead lake by tie Indians, is here 
and says the savages laid in wait for Clifford 
and shot him. ‘They feared him too much to 
do itopenly. The Indians who did the deed 
are Kootenais, and not Flatheads. ‘The Flat- 
heads are allies of the whites and their proud 
boast is that ‘‘they never killed a white man.”’ 
: THE INDIANS ALL ARMED, 

The place where this all took place is known 
as the Upper Flathead Country, and is com- 
posed of the small settlements of Selish, 
Eagan, Dowersville and Ashley. Thirty miles 
beyoud Ashley isa place known as Tobacco 
Plains, where Indiaus live and that is but 
forty mules from the Canadian line. There 
are about seventy-five white families in all 

nd about 200 Kooteai Indians. The Indians 
are all armed with Martini-Henry rifles and 
if any outbreaks should occur the whites are 
utterly defenceless. 

They are i20 miles from the Northern 
Paditic road at Ravalli. Great exciteinent 
also prevails at Procatallo, Idaho, on account 
of the closing of all places of business on the 
reservation by order of the Indian agent, 
acting under instructions from Washipgton.

It sh: Lite red the doors and windows, 
tore a hole down through the tloors and 
knocked out several yards of, plastering In 
the observatory hal! the same outrage was per- 
petrated, only with greater effect.

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Greene, a Counterfeiter, Run 
A Desperate Character. 
BreMINGHAM, Ala., February 22.---[Special. ] 
John M. Greene, a counterfeiter, who has 
been successfully operating in Shelby county, 
for several months, was captered yesterday by 
Deputy United States Marshal H. 
R. Milan, and placed in jail in 
this city today Greene was captured 
at his home in Shelby county, after . desper- 
ate struggle. He fired on the officer with a 
shotgun at close range. the load tearing away 
one side of the marshal’s overcoat, and wound- 
ing him slightly inthe arm. Twenty counter- 
feit silver dollars were found on the prisoner.

He thought thata 
man who had feught hike Rosecrans had the 
right to talk alittle in hisoldage. He might 
revret what be had said about Grant, but be 
harbored no i}! feeling because of it. 

Mr. Henderson. of Iowa, knew no politics 
when any soldier of the unionecame asking 
cousideration for his services. In the struggle 
in the forty-eighth congress when justice was 
sought for Grant no man had been more in- 
censed than him at the position taken by 
Rosecrans. He (Mr. Henderson) had been 
right and Rosecrans had been wrong. He

and yote for ‘“‘Rosy.”’ He had fought under 
Rosecrans at Corinth and Rosecrans was the 
only officer he had ever scen closer to the ene- 
mv than were the men in theranks, forin that 
battle Kosecrans had marched at the front of 
the ranks when the tlower of Price’s army was 
dealing death and hell, Protected by the God 
of battle he had passed along the lines and 
shouted, ‘‘Countrymen, stand by your flag and 
by your country.”’ They had obeyed his orders, 
had crushed Price’s army and had given the 
county the great triumph of the battle of 
Corinth. Rosecrans had been the central and 
leadi ng spirit of that battle. He (Mr. Hen- 
derson} cared not for the bickerings or growl- 
ings aiterward, He cared not that Grant and 
liosecars had exchanged courtesies which 
were not courtesies. It was enough for him 
that a comrade was asking for recognition. 
lie respected the feelings of those who smarted 
under the expressions Which Rosecrans had 
used about Grant, but lie forgot not that Grant 
had been equally explicit in giving his per- 
sonal opinion of Rosecrans.

Mr. Gormon took the floor, 
motion to proceed with the consideration of 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. The reso- 
lution was, therefore, laid aside and considera- 
tion of the sundry civil bill resumed, the ques- 
tion being cn Mr. Hiscock’s amendment of- 
fered yesterday, Spprep riating $500,600 for the 
expenses of the celebration of the centennial 
oi the constitation. 

Mr. Hoar offered a substitute for the amend- 
ment and it was agreed to without discussion 
or division. It declares Tuesday, 50th of 
April, 1880, (the anniversary of the inaugura- 
tion of the first president of the United States, 
General Washingtgn,) .

The programme of the government is 
already outlined by the attacks the Times 
has made on Parnell, and in the trial of the 
case now going ona moststrenuous attempt 
is making to discount the popularity of the 
great Irish leader by incuipating hiin in 
connection with some of the crimes that 
British oppression has forced Irishmen to 
commit. 

The Times, in its efforts to destroy Mr.

WHO CARRIED OFF 
MRS. HAWES AND IRE NE 
Arrested In aa Purdy Proves 
te be a Valuable Witnes in the Case— 

Other News. 


BinmincuamM, Ala., February 22,—[Special. | 
Peter Williamson, a negro hack driver, was 
today arrested and jailed, charged with being 
an accessory to the now famous Hawes mur- 
ders. 

HOW HE WAS DETECTED. 

Abont six weeks ago Dr. L. V. Purdy, 
veterinary surgeon, came to Deputy Sheriff J. 
H. Sharp and told him that on the Saturday 
night when Mrs. Hawes and Irene were sup- 
posed te have been murdered he and his wife 
were returning home about II o’clock at night 
from a visit to friends near Avondale, and 
when they approached the corner of avenue F 
and Twenty-seventh street, near Walnut 
Grove, he saw a hack drive up and 

FOUR PEOPLE GET INTO IT. 

The light from the lamp made it an-easy 
matter to partially distinguish the figures and 
forms of those who composed the party. The 
hack then drove north to Avenue E and 
turned up east toward the Hawes residence. 
He could not tell which way it went further 
than that. Dr. Purdy described the hack, the 
color of the horses and the apparent size and 
color of the man as seen in the darkness. ‘Phe 
night was not very dark at that hour, and he 
could not possibly have been mistaken in the 
descriptions. Heand Mrs. Purdy walked al- 
most up tothe hack unobserved, and if they 
were noticed by any of the party no visible 
signs were made that they had been observed. 
Captain Sharp followed up this clew, and fin- 
ally settled unon hack No. 73, owned and 

DRIVEN BY PETER WILLIAMSON, 
a mulatto about 58 years of age, who came to 
this city severa) years ago from Florence, Ala. 
He did not arrest the negro then, but went to 
see Dr. Purdy and got him to go to the union 
depot, where Wiliiamson’s hack wads standing, 
and identify the outfit. As soon as Dr. Purdy 
saw the hack he did not hesitate to say ‘that 
is the man.’’ This was several days ago. This 
morning Captain Sharp swore out a warrant 
for Williamson, charging him with being 

AN ACCESSORY TO THE MURDER 
of Irene and Mrs. Hawes. The man was seat- 
ed on his hack just opposite the entrance to 
the passenger station when Captain Sharp 
arrested him, at 10:30 o’clock, and carried him 
at once to the county jail. The man protested 
his innocence, and says that he can prove an 
alibi. Sheriff Smith issued peremptory in- 
structions to the guards of the jail that Will- 
iamson should be placed ina solitary cell and 
be allowed to communicate with noone. His 
wife called at the jail about 12 o’clock, but 
she, too, was denied admission. Deputy Tom 
Smith was seen, and says that the man 

WILL NOT BE ALLOWED TO SPEAK 
to a living person, except his attorney, until 
after his preliminary trial, which will be heid 
before Justice Garrettson at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row. Captain Sharp carried Dr. Purdy to the 
county jail and asked him to poimt out from 
the prisoners two of the people whom he had 
seen get into the hack. Dr. Purdy says that 
he had never seen Hawes or Fannie Bryant 
until today. As soon as the doctor had looked 
about the jail and examined the faces of each 
of the prisoners, he

He would be almost willing to swear that 
the two got into the hack together and drove 
off. This eye-witness to another powerful link 
in the long chain of evidence also described to 
Captain Sharp the manner in which the driver 
held the reins when he drove off from the 
beef market. Captain Sharp says that this 
peculiarity in Williamson’s driving isstriking- 
ly noticeable, and was not surprised that the 
doctor should have noticed his style of hold- 
ing the reins. 


DUNNAWAY’S BLOODY CRIME, 


Which is Without Precedent for Ferocity 
and Deliberation. 

NASHV:LLE, Tenn., February 22.—[Special. ] 
Further particulars of the murder and assault 
at Murfreesboro, yesterday, make it a cold- 
blooded murder without provocation, and so 
wonderfully fiendish as to seem like the work 


of a crazy man. 

Dunnaway has not been found, and is be- 
lieved to have fied the state. His character 

roves to be very bad, two attempts at rape 

ing laid to his charge while in Texas three 
years ago. One was an attack on the nine- 
yeat-old child of Dr. P earcy’s, to whose room 
he forced his way in the night, and the other 
one on a grown young lady. 

An interview with the innocent cause of the 
trouble reveals one of the blackest crimes ever 
perpetrated in the state. She is a plump, well- 
rounded girl of 18, whose modesty first kept 
her from talking about the crime, but gradually 
she made her statement. 

MURDER CONTEMPLATED. 

It appears that Dunnaway must have con 
templated murder for many weeks past, as he 
had been going heavily armed for two or three 
weeks, but he had never made any threats 
until three weeks ago, when hetold Miss Dun- 
naway he was going to killsomebody soon. She 
asked who, and was told Mrs? Eliza Hall, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jordan, Sallie Dunnaway, his cousin, 
Thomas Dunnaway, his uncle, and Mrs. Bob 
Pearcy. He said they had all bee n talking 
about him, and had told of his attempt to 
commit rape in Texas. Later he said he would 
kill the girl, but afterward said he was joking, 
that he would kill some one, but none of her 
folks. Her parents were bitterly opposed to 
the match, according to the neighbors, though 
the girl denies that they were. 

THE MURDEROUS WORK BEGINS, 

On the day of the murdcr he came to the 
house and spent the afternoon pleasantly chat- 
ting. After supper he went out, saying he 
wanted a drink, and almost immediately re- 
turned to the room with a pistol in hand, and 
when half way fram the door to the old man’s 
chair, began tiring. No word of warning, not 
even a threatenjng look, had put his victims 
on their guard, and at the first flre the aged 
father shrieked and fell with a bullet hole 
through his jugular vein. “The murderer fired 
another shot, which entered the left 
breast. Before his purpose could be 
fully understood, young Dunnaway had found 
anotber victim in the person of Mrs. Dunna- 
way. The fourth shot fired entered her mouth, 
crashing through the bones of the lower jaw, 
passing into the right shoulder and coming out 
beneath the sho ulder blade. Three more shots 
were fired, on! y one, however, taking effect, 
and that only g razing the arm of one of the 
little boys. The moment that Miss Dunnaw ay 
saw her mother wounded she seized her and

A Man Called to His Door and Shot—A 
Lady Assassinated. 

RALEIGH, N.C., February 
Night before last Logan Hopgood,a white 
man, of Granville county, was called to the 
door of his house and while standing, his faim- 
ily being in the room in which the door 
opened, he was fired upon by two men armed 
with shotguns. He was badly wounded in 
both legs, many shot having struck him. He 
has given the names of the two white men 
whom he _ suspects, and they have been 
searched for, but so far without result. It is 
believed they have fled from that section. No 
cause for the shooting is known. 

Murdered By Masked Men. 

News is received here of the brutal murder 
of a white woman, in Allegheny county, last 
Tuesday night. The husband of Mrs. Rachel 
Emory, who was a very industrious farmer, 
died four months ago, leaving her->a widow 
with two children, one a young man and the 
other a girl about nine years old. Emory had 
saved up some money before his death, and it 
was generally believed that not less than five 
hundred dollars was locked in his trunk. The 
farm house is situated on a lonely mountain- 
side, and there are no other houses within two 
miles of the place.

The initiatory steps towards securing a new 
and exhaustless water supply for Atlanta have 
been taken, and Mr. Rudolph Herring, the 
engineer who directed the work, has left the 
city. 

Mayor Glenn is pleased with the result. 

Mr. Herring is consulting engineer to the 
board of public works of New York city, and 
is thoroughly conversant with every detail of 
his profession. 

He is by no means a strangerin Atlanta. 
For tWo or three years he has been consulting 
engineer in the construction of 
Atlanta’s sewers, and has shown 
himself not only ~ at home with 
his work, but entitled to the contidence and 
respect the board of heaith and City Engineer 
Clayton have reposed in him. 

Mayor Glenn knew.of Mr. Herring’s record, 
and on Tuesday last saw him and City Engi- 
neer Clayton leave the city for a tour of obser- 
vation as to the water sources which might be 
brought to Atlanta. They went on horseback, 
and yesterday when their work was com- 
pleted, they had investigated the Chat- 
tahoochee river from the mouth of Peach. 
tree creek to Roswell; had ridden along the 
north fork of Peachtree; .walked along the 
banks of Nancy’s creek and studied the waters 
of Long island. Then after their return they 
made a report to Mayor Glenn that wes per- 
fectly satisfactory to the city’s executive head. 

“oy am pleased with the work they have 
done,”’ said Mayor Glenn, “and I am more 
than anxious to have it carried through. We 
want more waiter, and we must have it.” 

MR. WOODWARD ASKS A QUESTION, 

Mr. Woodward, the senior member of 
the council from the third ward, was sitting 
in the m: byor': s office.

The Legislature ‘Passes An Anti-looling 


Bill. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 22.—[Special. } 
The sporting fraternity in this state is consid- 
erably worked up over the passage of the anti- 
pool bill by the Alabama legislature. The 
bill, which has been passed by both houses, 
prohibits the sale of pools in this state. on 
sporting events happening outside the state. 
Tho bill was introduced by Mr. Sedyard, of 
Mobile. There has been considerable com- 
plaint among the peopie of Mobile about the 
promiscuous and continual sale of pools in that 
city, where a pool room was established by 
members of the sporting fraternity, after the 
passage by the legislature two years ago of the 
law making the keeping of a gaming table 
a felony in Alabuma. The anti-pool bill met 
pretty strong opposition from the vo gideape L 
who wanted Birmingham and Montgomery 
excluded from the one rations of the bill. The 
bill passed the house first, and on reaching the 
senate it Was amended s0 as to exclude Bir- 
mingham and Jefferson county. The house 
refused toconcur in the amendment, and the 
senate receded from its action and passed it 
Without aimendmont. A large delevation 
from the Jockey club of Birmingham and 
sporting men from other cities and sections of 
the state are here today, and are making a 
powerful effort to get a reconsideration. It is 
urged by the fraternity, that the bill will kill 
the state fair, which is to be held in Birming- 
ham next fall. It is not likely that a recon- 
sideration can be obtained, however. the 
legislature will adjcura finally next Wednes- 
day, and has only four more working days. 
The bill does not prohibit the sale of pools on 
races or other sporting events occurring in 
Alabama.

UNCLE ZION BRIDWELL, A VETERAN 


In the Printers’ Trade, Succeeds in Obtaining a 
Pension for His Mother-In-Law—A Pension 
Case Which Defeated a Congressman—A Great 
Lover of Blaine. 


Uncle Zion Bridwell! 

To the craft that veteran typographical artist 
needs no introduction. 

The same may be said of him as to the ma- 
jority of Atlanta’s oldest citizens, of whem he 
is distinctly one. 

The old gentleman has been working in Tue 
ConsTITUTION office for years, and an interest- 
ing chapter was concluded in the history of 
his life last night. : 

Uncle Zion is about seventy-five years of 
age, and has a mother-in-law over whose head 
the same number of years have gone. That 
old lady is the widow of a veteran of the In- 
dian war of 1836, and as such was entitled to a 
peus.on years ago. 

{t seems that she will secure it now. 

Several years ago Uncle Zion opened a 
correspondence with the congress- 
man from this district looklng towards the 
pension roll, He wrote letters, many and long, 
but could get nothing. Then he became angry 
at the representative, .and as the election 
came on remarked: 

‘*! have an influence here, and I shall use 
it. I shall defeat that man. My friends will 
come to my rescue, and I’ll teach him not to 
Ignore my petition.” 

Uncle Zion may not have had much influ- 
ence politically, but he proved a prophet. 

The congressinan was defeated. 

_ Then the old typo stood upon the street say- 
ing: 

“Ah, I did it.. I beat him.” 

Then when the new members went in the 
old gentleman resumed his letter-writing task. 
But he met with no better success, and was 
about to give up in disgust when astory in a 
paper attracted his atténtion. 

It was like this: 

One of the descendants of ex-President 
Taylor had long been trying to get 
a pension, but like Uncle Zion she met with 
little encouragement. One day James G. 
Blaine, in passing through the capitol—he 
was then speaker of the. house—heard of 
the story. He secured the papers and 
calling another member to the chair, asked 
for a suspensionof therules. This he secured. 
Then he secured the passage of the bill and 
walking into the senate chamber handed it to 
a member of that body who as quickly had it 
rushed threugh before the ink had dried. When 
the president of the sénate had written his name 
Mr. Blaine was on his way tothe president 
who signed the bill, In less than an hour Mr. 
Blaine had secured the pension. When Uncle 
Zion had read the story he sprang to his feet 
exclaiming: 

“Oh, there’s an American citizen for you 
and J shall write him.”’ 

He did write. The letter secured Mr. 

Blaine’s attention and he went to work. The 
result of his work is told in the following 
special to THE CONSTITUTION last night: 
@ WASHINGTON, February 22.—The bill to pen- 
sion Mrs. Dorcas Altord, of Atlanta, at the rate of $15 
per month, passed the house last week, and is now 
in the hands of President Cleveland. He has, how- 
ever, not acted upon it, 

The bili was*cailed up in the house by Judge 
Stewart, and on his motion passed. 

The committee reports said that the claimant was 
the wife of Jacob Aliord, who was an ensigne in 
Captain Young Mann’s Georgia Intahtry, in the In- 
dian war of 1836, and that he was honorably d's- 
charged. The ciaimunts, the report says, is now 75 
years of age, and without property, and in very 
needy circumstances.

ment shows a gratifving improvement 
condition of Atlatita. 

Inspector Veal'’s duties have 
enlarged during the past year, and. the force 
under his direction has been increased to 
eighty-four laborers and four district inspectors 

Thanks to the precautions of the board of 
health and the diligence of the inspectors. 
Atlanta is well fortified against the contin- 
yencies of hot weather. The plumbing ord: 
nance has already worked a great reform, and 
the good work in that direction is steadily o- 
ing on. The new precautions about dairies and 
slaughter houses have secured the city a 
wholesome supply of milk and meats, and the 
former regulations concerning vegetables and 
butchers shops have been enforced. 

“One of the most important points,’’said In- 
spector Veal yesterday, ‘‘is the plumbing ordi- 
nance. Ju many places the plumbing was 
shockingly defective. I have inspected houses

in which tne soil pipe was open, and it was | 


just as bad as if there was an open sewer in 
the house. I made a special investigation 
of all localities where there had been 
a good deal of typhoid fever 
and in almost every instance I found defective 
plumbing. In most of these houses I could 
smell the sewer gas as soon as I entered: 

‘*This has already been remedied to a great 
extent. The district inspectors have located 
ali the places where the plumbing was dan- 
gerously defective, and the fault has been cor- 
rected already in many places, and the work 
is steadUy going on. In addition to this, I in- 
spect @hateers where plumbing is repaired, 
and if the work is defective, it is put in right. 
All new pinmnbing is also inspected to see that 
itgoes in according to regulations. In a 
couple of yearsthe whole plumbing of the 
city will have been set right. The Atlanta 
plumbing ordinance has elicited a good deal of 
favorable comment by sanitary journals, and 
has been adopted by anumber of cities since 
Atlanta put her stamp on it.’’ 

“ABOUT THE DAIRIES ?’’ 

“On iy first inspection of the dairies J 
found that there was a great accumulation 
of filth, and cows were allowed to stand 
in filthy stalls. On recommendation 
of the board of health the council passed last 
year a dairy ordnance which makes it a penal 
offense not only to sell adulterated miik, but 


«to sell milk from cows keptin uncleanly or 


unventilated stalls, or fed on unwholesoine 

That ordinance has effectcd a wonder- 
improvement, and the dairies are now 
kept in pretty*fair condition, and more 
attention is being paid to thecows. ‘There are 
twenty-four dairies that supply Atlanta with 
milk, and I get around to all of them at times 
Ww he n they are not expecting me.” 

‘And the slaugirter houses ?”’ 

‘} have given them even more atiention 
than the dairies. Previous tothe passage of 
the present ordinance, [ found that no care 
was tuken to keep the slanghter houses clean. 
There wasa bad stench about them and | 
have often seen putrifying carcasses within 
four or fiye feetof the fresh meat that had 
been hung upto cool. Several butchers were 
fined 50 for offenses of this kind after the or 
dinance passed, and a gfest improvement lufs 
been brought about. The last instance of 
the kind occurred three months ago. I made 
a case against the man and he was fined $:4). 
This and all the other sanitary ordinances will 
in future be inore rigidly enforced than ever 
and the sanitary department wil!l do its full 
duty in protecting the city against enwhole- 
some influences. 

“The sanitary report shows that a large 
number of fish and watermelons and some ver- 
etables and fresh meats have been condemned 
during the past year. The district inspectors 
get round to all the stalls every day or so and 
vo throngh the supplies systematically, con- 
demniug anything that is unfit for consump- 
tion. The watermelons are inspected on the 
track and condemned by the ear load. The 
method is to cut open a number of them wien 
the car is put on the siding and if they are un- 
fit for use the whole car is condemned
